Postage Rates to 
Increase in January 


The US Postal Service has an- 
nounced that as of January 27, 2013, 
the cost to mail First Class letters, post- 
cards and packages within the US will 
go up. The cost to mail a first class let- 
ter will be 46 cents, while the cost to 
mail a postcard will be 33 cents, an in- 
crease of 1 cent for each. This is the 
third increase for postcard postage in 
less than two years; in April 2011, the 
USPS boosted the postcard stamp price 
from 28 cents to 29 cents, and from 29 
cents to 32 cents in January 2012. The 
USPS will also introduce a First Class 
Mail Global Forever Stamp in January. 
This new stamp will allow customers 
to mail 1-ounce letters anywhere in the 
world for one set price of $1.10. The 
cost to mail flat-rate Priority Mail 
packages and letters will also increase.

Acadiana Area Simplex Net 


On October 15", members of the AARA coordinated a 2 Meter Simplex Net. This Net 
was held in an effort to assist local amateur radio operators in evaluating their equipment 
performance in Simplex mode, in the case that emergency conditions would prevent the use 
of local VHF repeaters. 

The Simplex Net was called from the Lafayette Parish EOC Amateur Radio Station, 
KASEOC. The EOC station operated from downtown Lafayette at a full 45W of power, for 
maximum coverage of the Acadiana area. 

Check-ins were taken in alphabetical order each stating call sign, name and location. 
Each check-in was given a signal report and then asked to state power level, antenna type 
and antenna height. Each check-in was logged either through direct contact or with the as- 
sistance of relays, with four rounds logged. 

Participant adjustments included changes in power level, multiple types of antennas 
from same station, and multiple types of radios from same station. Power levels reported 
were from 60W to 1/2 W. Once again, antenna height and directional antennas had the best 
results with low power. 

A total of 18 check-ins participated in the Simplex Net, most from the Lafayette area, 
but stations from New Iberia and Washington, La successfully contacted the EOC directly. 
Thanks to all that participated, and if you missed this time around, get your gear ready for 
the next one in early Spring 2013.
